Francis Shunk 
Brown was the gubenatorial candi- 
date and was defeated by Gifford 
Pinchot' for the nomination. .

perished and six othei-g were burned 
and wounded by exploding shells 
when a camp in which 14 men were 
housed was destroyed by fire near 
here early this morning. 


The dead are Otto Rittner and Jo- 


seph Genniv of Xew Britain, Conn . 
and Thomas Hill and Daniel Reilly 
of Shelton, Conn. 


The hunters were awakened when 


a stove exploded. The fire gained 
great headway so rapidly that boxes 
of shotgun shells soon began to dis- 
charge. 


Ten of the men, scantily clad, 


jumped through windows of the two 
story cottage, but the other 
four 


were trapped by the flames. 
The 


weather was frigid, 
the 
mercury _ 


registering five degrees above zero, j 


The camp was located half a mile 


from the nearest telephone and it 
was only after farmers noticed the 
flames that aid arrived. The injur- 
ed men, suffering from burns and 
wounds, were rushed to a hospital 
in IVinsted, Conn., when residents 
arrived in automobiles. Two of the 
four automobiles at the camp were 
burned, while the Iceys to the others 
were lost in the blaze.

ness day bombing in 1316 which re- 
sulted in the death of 10 persons and 
the injury of about 40. 
For more 


than a decade, critics of the case 
have inspired agitation throughout 
the country against their imprison- 
ment on tho ground that they were 
not fairly convicted. . 
,. 


The supreme court justices hand- 


ed down 
their finding 
yesterday, 


climaxing a long .rehearing of wit- 
nesses and others connected with 
the original trial. In the case of Bil- 
lings, their ruling is final unless 
they consent to a rehearfng of his 
pardon application. 


Although Gov. C. C. Young has 


announced the supreme court ruling 
in the Billings ca.se would guide him 
in disposing of Mooney's pardon ap- 
plication,, attorneys for the latter an- 
nounced they would work all the 
harder to vindicate their client. 


The supreme court justices, with ] 


one exception, held that Billings ha* 
failed to throw any new light on the

"Fear of the law can never make 


people good, and as a matter of 
fact, it will tend to cause people 
to show less respect for the law. 
Throughout the ages, every form of 
punishment has been used, but con- 
ditions today are a hundred times 
worse than they were years ago. 


"Every since Moses handed out 


the ten commandments on the Mount 
and since the time of Christ,-the 
purpose of tha criminal minded has 
been the same. 
"Perhaps Wisconsin, 
people are 


saying, 'Oh, we aren't being affect- 
ed so much by increasing crime, 
look at Illinois, that's where some-, 
thing should be done.' 
"Little do they realize that within 


the near future $20,000,000 is to be 
asked, lor construction of a «e-w- 
prison at Waupun, or some other 
city in Wisconsin. The attitude of 
the people in this state probably 
•will change- when they feel the ten- 
tacles of taxation 
reaching 
into 


their pockets. 
, "Some judicial bodies would hail 
all criminals into court, the gang- 
ster, the gunmen, the robber, the 
burglar, the smuggler, the- 
liquor 


law violator and hundreds of others. 
They would throw them all into jail, 


^ or mete out heavy fines. 
-— 


FEW APPREHENDED 


" "Little do these officials 
know 


about the fact that only 2 per cent 
of criminals are apprehended or con- 
victed. If they were all caught, it 
would be physically Impossible to 
handle them, and America would be 
doomed. 


"There is no justice today, and 


the scales of justice are warped and 
rusted. 
Crooked judges, who are 


swayed by public sentiment and the 
public purse; lawyers who haven't a 
hair of decency on their heads; and 
crooked juries, all go to make up 


• ths present system of justice. 


"Politicians have gained the up- 


per hand, keeping judges and other 
public officers of justice under their 
thumbs with their constant threats. 
Corruption, is everywhere. The very 
vitals of government are being con- 
taminated with the present system 
of justice." 


In giving illustrations of the un- 


certainties of trails the 
speaker 


pointed to several old court cases 
in Appleton to which injustice was 
meted out by dispectic judges and 
humanity haters. 


"The detention home system is the 


last resort," he said. "Some forms 
of the system have proved success- 
ful as near home as Milwaukee, 
which today is known to be the lean- 
est big city in the country..

"It is a known fact that criminals 


are wont to be hailed before alien- 
ists, and fear the consequences of 
being declared insane or feeble mind- 
ed, even though some clever lawyer 
in murder trials have attempted to 
save their clients from the chair or 
gallows. 


"In the proposed Wisconsin de- 


tention home system there will be a 
committee composed of scientific ex- 
perts in the various fields of men- 
tal analysis, whose duty it will be 
to pass on every criminal sent to 
the detention home. 


"The sentence of criminals would 


no longer rest in the hands of a 
judge. Juries would no longer be 
swayed by emotional lawyers. The 
Judge would send each 
convicted 


toan or woman to the detention 
home, after each had been given 
ft fair trial. 


"The detention home proposition 


is to be brought before the .state 
legislature in the near future! and 
those who are advocating the sys- 
tem are looking to the 
thinking

session. 


Leaders of both 
major parties 


agree that unemployment

the country and declare n^ time will 
be lost In consideration of legislation 
which will tend to solve it for the 
immediate future and prevent recur- 
rences of its ills. This in itself will 
be a prime factor 
in business, be- 


cause buying power depends direct- 
ly on earning power of workers. 


Congress will be asked for appro- 


priations for use of the farm board 
in stabilizing agricultural prices and 
marketing and to provide 
aid for 


farmers in drought 
stricken com- 


munities who lack seed and other 
essentials. The entire marketing of 
grain, cotton 
and other commod- 


ities may be changed by acceptance 
of the plans of some 
members of 


congress to check or prevent deal- 
ings in futures. The legislation in- 
troduced may provide for "hedging" 
by manufacturers in order to pro- 
tect themselves in the purchase of 
raw materials, but even the methods 
of doing this niav be altered.

travel-mates across the river in Canada and continue with them to the 
docks at Montreal where the giant ocean liner will raise anchor, Here 
is an example of the possibilities of this tour, made available at the re- 
markably low sum of $249, from Appleton to Europe and return. 


Area Rich In History 


The territory immediately surrounding the locks is rich in historical 


lore and full of scenic beauty. It holds a never-ending store of excite- 
ment for the seasoned traveler and the novice alike. 


It was back in 1634 when Jean Nicolet, long associated w4th the early 


history of the north middle west, came upon this beautiful spot and 
held council with the Indians. It was he who returned to Quebec with 
glowing accounts of what promise the district held. In 1668, the first 
settlement of the white man was formed here. Such glowing accounts 
went eastward from this settlement that Father Marquette and a 
group of friends came here to establish a mission. 


Twenty-two years after the whites had settled here — in 1700 — the 


wrath of the then powerful Iriquois fell upon them, and the settlement 
with its mission was destroyed. 
The white man pressed on in 


the fashion which has since hrought him complete domina- 
tion of the entire North American Continent. In 1750, perma- 
nent settlement was made and the background for the two 
cities of Sault Ste. Marie was formed. 


It was not long after when the ingenuity of the people who 


settled this territory was set to work solving the problem of 


the, dangerous rapids in 
St. Mary's river which 
carries the waters of 
Lake Superior into Lake 
Huron. Here, a drop of 
no less than twenty one 
feet at any point formed 
a serious problem to the 
early settlers of the terri- 
tory. 


This problem was met 


by the Northwest Fur Company in 1794 when the first lock was 
built. 
This served the ever-growing water traffic of the young 


country until 1855 when the state, conscious of the need, com- 
pleted a canal 5,700 feet long. Still later, the increasing impor- 
tance of our national government found federal aid given to the canal 
which was then greatly widened and deepened. This work took place 
in 1870, and 1881 when an additional lock was constructed. In 1896, 
another lock wa* constructed and the entire work began to take on the 
appearance which greets the visitor today. In 1908 the last necessary 
improvements were made in the form of more locks and widened 
entryways. 


Meanwhile, the canal on the Canadian side of the river was built, 


This is 7,472 feet long with a lock 900 feet in length, raising the water 
level 18 feet. 


In addition to the significant sights which await the visitor to this 


greatest of water gateways, is the largest bascule (jacknife) bridge in 
the world. Over this immense structure — with a span of 336 feet — 
pass the trains of the Soo Line as they enter Canada. This bridge, 
which can be lifted to permit the passage of the largest lake vessels, is 
one of the engineering achievements of bridge building history.

Trace Causes Of Cancer 


At Los Angeles Conclave 


Los Aijgeles —G43)— Local lesions 


and a general drop in nutrition as a 
•whole were described here today be- 
fore the 
Radiological 
Society of 


North America as the apparent caus- 
es of spontaneous cancer. 


The statement was made in an ad- 


dress before the assembled scientists 
by Dr. Montrose T. Burrows, Pasa- 
dena specialist, who said too, that 
dead and abscessed teeth frequently 
had been associated with the state of 
deterioration necessary for the de- 
velopment of cancer. His studies in- 
dicated teeth were the cause of can- 
cer of the lips and skin. 


"Other tissues showing similar 


degenerative changes may also pro-* 
duce the same effect as dead teeth," 
^aid Dr. Burrows. "Removal of the 
teeth alone has led to the spontan- 
eous disappearance of cancer of the 
lips and skin in a few instances. In 
several cases senile keratoses (tough, 
horny growths) have 
disappeared 


completely after the removal of ab- 
scessed teeth and 
use of a, good 


dietary.

MESSAGE 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: 


' 
I have the honor to comply -with 


the requirements of the Constitution 
that I should lay before the Con- 
gress Information as to the state of 
the Union, and recommend consider- 
ation of such measures as are neces- 
sary and expedient. 


Substantial progress 
has 
been 


made during the year in tfce national 
peace and security; the fundamental 
strength of the Nation's economic 
Me is unimpaired; education and 
scientific discovery have made ad- 
vances; our country is- more alive 
to its problems of moral and spir- 
itual welfare. 


ECONOMIC SITUATION 


During the past 12 months -we 


have suffered with other Nations 
from economic depression. 


The origins of this depression lie 


to some extent within our own bor- 
ders through, a speculative period 
which diverted capital and energy 
-into speculation rather than con- 
structive enterprise. Had overspecu- 
lation In securities been the only 
force operating, we should 
have 


seen recovery many months ago, as 
these particular dislocations have 
generally readjusted themselves. 


Other deep-seated causes have 


been in action, however, chiefly the 
world-wide overproduction beyond 
even the demand of prosperous times 
for such important basic commodi- 
ties-as wheat, rubber, coffee, sugar, 
copper, zinc, to some extent cotton, 
and other raw materials. The cumu- 
lative effects of demoralizing price 


of these important commodities 


•iln the process of adjustment of 'pro- 


duction to world consumption have 
produced financial crises in many 
countries and have diminished the 
buying power of these countries for 
imported goods to a degree which 
extended the 
difficulties 
farther 


afield by creating unemployment to 
all the industrial nations. The politi- 
cal agitation in Asia; revolutions in 
South America and political unrest 
in some European States; the meth- 
ods of sale by Russia of her increas- 
ing agricultural exports to European 
markets; and our own drought—• 
have all contributed to prolong and 
deepen the depression. 


In the larger view the 
major 


forces of the depression now he out- 


- side of -the United States, and our 
recuperation has been retarded by 
the unwarranted degree of fear and 
apprehension created by these out- 
side forces.

There are many factors 
which 


give encouragement for the future. 
The fact that'we are holding1 from 
80 to 85 per cent of our normal ac- 
-tivities and incomes; that our maj^r 
financial and industrial institutions 
have come through the storm unim- 
paired; that price levels of major 
commodities have remained stable 
for- some time; that a number of in- 
dustries are showing signs of in- 
creasing demand; that the world at 
large is readjusting Itself 
to the 


situation; all reflect grounds of con- 
fidence. "We should remember that 
these occasions have been met many 
times before, that they are but tem- 
porary, that our country Is to-day 
stronger and richer in resources, in 
equipment, in skill, than ever in its 
history. "We are in an extraordinary 
degree self-sustaining, we will over- 
come world influences and will lead 
the march of prosperity as we have 
always -done hitherto. 


Economic depression can not be 


cured by legislative action or execu- 
tive pronouncement. E c o n o m i c 
wounds must be healed by the ac- 
tion of the cells of the economic 
body—the producers and consumers 
themselves. Recovery can be expedit- 
ed and Its effects mitigated by co- 
^.jperative action. That cooperation 
' requires that every individual should 
' sustain faith and courage; that each 


should maintain his self-reliance; 
that each and* every one should 
search for method of improving his 
business or service; that the vast 
majority whose income is unimpair- 
ed should not hoard out of fear but 
should pursue their normal living 
and recreations; that each 
should 


seek to assist his neighbors who may 
be less fortunate; that each industry 
should assist its own employes; that 
each community and each State 
should assume its full responsibili- 
ties for organization of employment 
and relief of distress with that stur- 
diness and independence which built 
a great Nation. 


Our people are responding to these 


impulses in remarkable degree. 


The best contribution of govern- 


ment lies in encouragement of this 
voluntary cooperation in the com- 
munity. The Government, National, 
State, and local, can join with the 
community in such programs and 
do its pai-t. A year ago I,' together 
with other officers of the Govern- 
ment, initiated i,ooperatne measures 


£ throughout the country. 


The first of these measures was 


an agreement of leading employers, 


to majntair the standards of wages 
and of labor to use their influence 
against strife. In a large sense these 
undertakings have been adhered to 
and we have not witnessed the usual 
reductions of wages which have al- 
ways heretofore marked depressions. 
The index of union wage scales 
shows them to be to-day fully up to 
the level of any of the previous 
three years. In consequence the buy- 
ing power of the country has been 
much larger than would otherwise 
have been the case. Of equal impor- 
tance the Nation has had unusual 
peace in industry and freedom from 
the public disorder which has char- 
acterized previous depressions. 


The second direction of coopera- 


tion has been that our governments 
National, State, and local, the Indus- 
*~*S£ °""ci t"Si~3'='^' c^ ^t^wd^.-t*^ 3-*-- 
ployment as to-give work-to the 
maximum number of employees. 


The third direction of cooperation 


has been to maintain and even ex- 
tend construction work and better- 
ments in anticipation of the future. 
It has been the universal evperience 
in previous depressions that public 
works and private construction have 
fallen off rapidly with the general 
tide of depression. On this occasion, 
however, the increased authorization 
and generous appropriations by the 
Congress and the action of States 
and municipalities have resulted in 
the expansion of public construction 
to an amount even above that in the 
most prosperous years. In addition 
the cooperation of public utilities, 
railways, and other large organiza- 
tions has been generously given in 
construction and betterment work to 
anticiptation of future need. The De- 
partment of Commerce advises me 
that as a result, the volume of this 
type of construction work, which 
amounted roughly $6,300,000,000 in 
1929, instead of decreasing will show 
a total of about |7,000,OOD,000 for 
1930. 
There has, of course, been a 


substantial decrease in the types of 
construction which could net be un- 
dertaken in advance of need. 


The fourth direction, of coopera- 


tion was the organization in such 
States and municipalities, as was 
deemed necessary, of committees to 
organize local employment, to pro- 
vide for employment agencies, and 
to~ effect relief of distress. 


The result of magnificent coopera- 


tion throughout the country has 
been that actual suffering has been 
kept to a minimum during the past 
12 months, and our unemployment 
has been far less in proportion than 
in other large "industrial countries. 
Some time ago it became evident 
that unemployment would continue 
over the winter and would neces- 
sarily be added to from seasonal 
causes and that the savings of work- 
people would be more largely deplet- 
ed. We have as a Nation a definite 
duty to see thai no deserving person 
in our country suffers from hunger 
or cold. I -therefore set up a more 
extensive organization to stimulate 
more extensive cooperation through- 
out the counity. There has been a 
most gratifying degree of response, 
from governors, and "other- public 
officials, from welfare organizations, 
and from employers in concerns both 
large and small. The local communi- 
ties through their voluntary agen- 
cies have assumed the duty of re- 
lieving individual distress and are 
being generously supported by the 
public. 


The number of those wholly out 


of employment seeking for work was 
accurately determined by the census 
last April as about 2,500,000. The 
Department of Labor index of em- 
ployment in the larger trades shows 
some decrease in employment since 
that time. The problem from a relief 
point of view is somewhat less than 
the published estimates of the num- 
ber of unemployed would indicate! 
The intensive community and indi- 
vidual efforts in providing special 
employment outsde the listed indus- 
tries are not reflected In the statisti- 
cal indexes and tend to reduce such 
published figures. Moreover, there is 
estimated to be a constant figure at 
all times of nearly 1,000,000 unem- 
ployed who are not without annual 
income but temporarily idle in the 
shift from one job to another. We 
have an average of about three 
breadwinners to each two families, 
so that every person unemployed 
does not represent a family without

income. The view that the relief 
problems are less than the gross 
numbers would indicate is confirmed 
by the experience of several cities, 
which shows that the number of 
families in distress represents from 
19 to 20 per cent of the number of 
the calculated unemployed. This is 
not said to minimize the very real 
problem which exists but to weigh 
its actual proportions. 


As a contribution to the situation 


the Federal Government is engaged 
upon the greatest program of water- 
way, harbor, flood control, public 
building, highway, and airway 1m- 
provement in all our history. This, 
together with loans of merchant 
shipbuilders, 
improvement 
of the 


Navy and in military aviation, and 
other construction work of the Gov- 
ernment will exceed §520,000,000 for 
this fiscal year. This compares with 
5253,000,000 in the fiscal year 1928. 
The construction works already au- 
thorized and the continuation of poli- 
cids in Government aid will require 
a continual expenditure upwards of 
half a billion dollars annually. 


I favor still further temporary ex- 


pansion of these activities in aid to 
unemployment during this winter. 
The Congress will, however, have 
presented to its numbers of projects, 
some the them under the guise of, 
rather than the reality of, their use- 
fulness in the increase of employ- 
ment during the depression. There 
are certain commonsense limitations 
upon any expansions of construction 
work. The Government must not 
undertake works that are not of 
sound economic purpose and that 
have not been subject to searching 
technical investigation, and which 
have not been given adequate con- 
sideration by the 
Congress. 
The 


•volume of construction work in the 
Government is already at the maxi- 
mum limit -warranted by financial 
prudence as a continuing policy. To 
increase taxation for purposes of 
construction work defeats Its own 
purpose, as such taxes directly dimi- 


employed in which to make engineer 
ing, architectural, and legal prepara 
tions. Our immediate problem is the 
increase of employment for the next 
six months, and new plans which do 
not produce such immediate resull 
or •which extend commitments be 
yond this period are not -warranted. 


The enlarged rivers and harbors: 
public building, and highway plans 
authorized by the Congress last ses- 
sion, however, offer an opportunity 
for assistance by the temporary ac- 
celeration of construction of these 
programs even faster than originally 
planned, especially if the technical 
requirements of the laws •which en- 
tail great delays could be amended 
in such fashion as to speed up ac- 
quirements of land and the letting 
of contracts. 


"With view, however, to the pos- 


sible need for acceleration, we, im- 
mediately upon receiving those au- 
thorities from the Congress five 
months ago, began the necessary 
technical work in preparation for 
such possible eventuality. 
I have 


canvassed the departments of the 
Government as to the maximum 
amount that can be properly added 
to our present expenditure to accel- 
erate all construction during the 
next six months, and I feel warrant- 
ed in asking the Congress for an 
appropriation of from $100,000,000 to 
$150,000,000 fo provide such further 
employment in this emergency. In 
connection therewith we need some 
authority to make enlarged tem- 
porary advances In Federal highway 
aid to the States. 


I recommend that this appropria- 


tion be made distributable to the 
different departments upon recom- 
mendation of a committee of the 
Cabinet and approval by the Presi- 
'dent. Its application to works al- 
ready authorized by the Congress 
assures its'" use in directions of eco- 
nomic importance and to public wel- 
fare. Such action will imply an ex- 
penditure upon construction of all 
binds of over $650,000,000 during the 
next twelve months. 


AGRICULTURE 


The -world-wide depression has af- 


fected agriculture in common with 
all other industries. The average 
price of farm produce has fallen to 
about SO per cent of the levels of 
1928. 
This average is, however, 


greatly affected by wheat and cot- 
ton, which have participated in 
world-wide overproduction and have 
fallen to about 60 per cent of the 
average price of the year 1928. Ex- 
cluding these commodities, 
the 


prices of all other agricultural pro- 
ducts are about 84 per cent of those 
of 1928. The average wholesale 
prices of other primary goods, such j 


as nonferrous metals, have fallen to 
76 per cent of 192S. 


The price levels of our major ag 


ricultural commodities are, in fact 
higher than those in other prmcipa 
producing countries, due to the com 
bined result of the tariff and the 
operations of the Farm Board. For 
instance, wheat prices at Minneapo 
lis are about 30 per cent higher than 
at Winnipeg, and at Chicago tliej 
are about 20 per cent higher than at 
Buenos Aires. Corn prices at Chicago 
aie over twice as high as at Buenos 
Aires. Wool prices average more 
than 80 per cent higher in this coun 
try than, abroad, and butter is 30 
per cent higher m New York City 
than in Copenhagen.

Widen and Grade Stretch 


from Beaver Dam School 
to Steiger Farm

whole could handle 30 t>r 40 per 
cent more business than they are 
now getting. There are economies to

Ing speed king-, and others. 


The instrument, known as the 


"Moto-vita," was developed primar- 
ily to increase the efficiency 
and- 


fh'ght range of airplanes as the re- 
sult of the accidental death of Dr. 
Hutchison's son, 
Harold, an 
air- 


plane pilot. It employs the princi- 
pal of catalysis to prevent the waste 
of fuel through improper carbure- 
tion and imperfect combustion.

the president would be compelled to 
call on extra session sometime be- 
tween march 4 and June 30 In order 
to get the money for government 
needs. In the extra session there 
would be assembled the new congress 
elected last November, ,the control 
of which is still in doubt or at least 
so evenly divided that neither party 
can confidently depend on a major- 
ity.
